MEBOIFUL AND JOST, 

The action taken by the judges in the 
Times' contempt of court ca,se was wise hi 
well .~ r.icrciful. There ;,•!.•.; be no doubt 
tliat tho remarks by the "Town iMajor" 
res]iecting one of the judges were in the 
hiLrliest: degree oll'ensive. To insinuate 
ever BO iinlireetly and jocosely, that the 
bench, is corrupt, that judges can be in- 
lliionced by money, is a very grave otienco. 
It is of the utmost importance tlmt the 
whole community should have tho great- 
est confidence in those who administor jus- 
tice. Tho judges of the court should be 
above an.spieion. Kvery suitor who goes 
into ciuirl ahiiiilil h ive ouoil groiiiuls for 
helieviiig iu tho absoluto iiicnrniiitibility 
of the r.eiicb. It follows then that wan- 
tonly to assail the juilges anil to lead the 
ciiiuiimiiity tn believe that any jmlge is 
corrupt unci could be inlluenced by money 
to give other than what hu cuusuientiuualy 
believes ti> be a righteous decision is 
an offence, nut so 'niuch against 
the judge iissailed as against the 
interests of the whole ennMiiiinily. ll 
was ipiite eviileiit that the jiiil-es liiil not 
regard the scurrilous remarks uf the 
"Town .Majiir" ill t he light mf a peraniiivl 
airroiit. 'I'hey lonkea al the libel in its 
puliiic .aspect aiiiltimk the iimst lonioiit 
view liiissible. Thi' confession ami a]iiilii- 
gy of the editor of the I'irncs satislied 
them. They believed that the publica- 
tion of the pari\graph was an uversigh' and 
tliey passed over thu libel without even 
rebuking the culprit. Their conduct in 
the mattor from tirat to la.st was admir- 
able ami wiirtliyiif men who, strong in 
eniisciiiiis iiili-eiity, knew that tho char- 
ac'eiiiftlie I'Miirli u. oi lil in .1 sii d'er ill t he 
est iiiial lull id' the |ieii|ileid' this iiruviiico 
frmii the 1 Ke-e i nsi n iiat mns i d' an aiiniiy- 
111. lUS sciilililef. Anil they were right. 
The forbearance ami t he gentleness of the 
judges when they had good cause to be 
indignant will add to tho real dignity of 
the L5oncIi of the [irovinco, and place it 
highor than it ever was before the estiin- 
aiioii of thu peo|ile. It must be 
reinombored that in cases of contempt the 
judges nave great, pnwor. They coiilil liiive 
tieated the eilit.n- uf the 7'mio.s with ox- 
t reiiie .severity, ami cniisiileniig the gravity 
id the idl'uiiee u liicli the papei' iimler his 
ciiiitiiil hail ciiiiiiuitli'il, nil one cmilil say 
that they li.ail alniseil t heir pi iwors. lint 
thu cimi so u liicli they had pursued, while 
it will be quite lUi effective in deterring 
others from committing a similar uiTencc, 
is, we believe, more gratifying to the 
j iidges thuniselves, and it is, we are quite 
certain, more satisfactory to the public. 
■ ludge t'rease's ex])osition of the duties of 
the [iresa gave us particular pleasure. Ho 
is not aniioig those who believe that the 
1 'lOiich is abi i\ e criticism. lie sees that 
t In re are 1 1 ines w hen a ji uii'iialist may coli- 
.siiler it his iliity In criticise the acts of 
judges sharply, ami even severely. T'lit 
such criticism shniihl be fair and in the 
piblic interest. Judges have tfreatpowc.i 
and alinoBl the only chock there is to thu 
abuse of this power in this country is en- 
lightened public opinion. Judges as well 
as other public functionaries should ft^el 
that tho eyes of their follow citizens are 
upon tlieni and that if they do wrong the 
wrong-doing will ho noted and commented 
upon in the public press.

Wo aee by a late tolugram that Lord 
Salisbury in (iliisgow drew a parallel be- 
tween the action of the Dominion (iuv- 
erinnent during the rebellion in the 
Northwest and the manner in which his 
own (Joverinneii t lie ils pnlitical ofl'end- 
ers. Sneli coiii|iarisiiiis are generally 
more specious than just, and this one 
iipiile by the I'.ritish I'reiiiior is no e\- 
coptinli tn llie rule. The ilifVereliees bo- 
Iweeti the tw.i cases are iiiativ ami wnle. 
The lirst line that slrikes the stranger is 
that ihe h.ilfliieeils of the Northwest were 
111 upon reljellimi. They uppearetl in tho 
tiold and ollered an organized leaiatance 
to tho Queen's niitliorily. They, in fact, 
went to war with (ireat Britain. In lie- 
land there is no armed resistance to 
■authority, no one pretemls to aay that 
the country ia in :\ state of rebelhnii. 
riien Hiel was cnmlemneil according to 
the goiieral laws ■ d' the Unininion. The 
'itleiicc iif which he w.is guilty wonlil have 
lioeii .an iitl'eiiei', and the .same otrence, in 
Uritish ('iiliuiilna nr .N'm a .Scotia. Laws 
.voro iiiaile specially fnr tho Northwi.st, 
for it was a territmy, biil they >vere nut 
o'oercive laws. Iteil was punished according 
M) laws that are in force all over the Dn 
minion. If a leader of the people in 
',)uebec or < >ntiirio had t.akon tho same 
..itand as Louis Reil took he would have 
ouoii trcntoti in the same way and if made 
prisoner, he woulil li.ive lieeii tried by the 
(aiiio laws. ICaeli prnvinco in ihis Dnininmn 
IMS ils nwii laws anil ilsnwii tribun,als,;iml 
ihe laws whicli .ate enacted liytlu' Keileral 
I'arliamehl apply with eijual fiina' In the 
wlinle Dnlniiiiiin. 'I'lie l''eileial 1 'arl iaiiieiil 
has never yet tried liie i^\|)eriinent of leg- 
.skitiiig for lino particular province and 
of ereel iiig tribunals in one part of the 
Dominion for tho purpose of trying certain 
elassus of <ifrendcr8 peculiar to that part. 
Wo live ill a country where tho laws aro 
uipial, and where govoriiiiieiit does not 
dream in its legislative or its exocnti\o 
aelinii of iliscriniiuating for nr against any 
particular priivince or sectii i . It winihl 
be haril to toll imw the penple nf any one 
province wmilil act if it were put nnrler 
the npefaliiiii nf enercive laws of 
any kiiiil. Manitoba ha.i been a 
little fractions of late, ilow would its in- 
habitants fcol if laws woro passed at tho 
noxt session of tho Federal Parliament 
making it lawful to "proclaim" any of its 
couiitiea under certain coiitiiiguncioa and 
rostriotiiig the right of [mblic meeting / 
Wc are afr.iid that they would not sub- 
mit tu such laws as <iniotly as the people 
of lieland have |iiitnp with their coercive 
laws, anil it strikes us very forcibly that 
tllo.HO who violated such laws would meet 
with iiiultit inloH of ay nip.al liisors in every 
province of tho Dominion, If tho ineni- 
bora from Manitoba were arroatodin Oft a 
wa for speoches nwde at railway crossings 
in their own province, we suipeat that 
thoro would be an apjitation in thoir fuvor 
from ono end fif tho Dominion to tho 
other, Thu cases of the Irish meinbius 
and Keil are very far fiuiii being paruUel. j

to sit at the same table as this man whom 
Lord Salisbury's laws have made a crim- 
inal. Surely Lord Salisbury hiin.self 
must suspect that there must be some, 
thing wrong with Ihe laws wlmso open 
vinlation does nut bring disgrace ur even 
reproach npnnthe oU'enders. Hiel in en- 
ouiir,agiiio a handful of igiinraiit siiiiple- 
iniiulod men to |)hice tliemseh es in op- 
position to the law of the hind ami Ihe 
authority of the (Jrowu, pursued what 
every sensible man believes tu be a wick- 
ed course.
